Last night, listeners in the 
Caribbean and a few fortunate ones 
in Montreal heard these McGIU stu 
dents discuss the Utilization of the 
Natural Resources of the West In- 
dies. A more revealing chit-chat 
would be difficult to imagine. Some 
choice excerpts are reproduced, 
e.g., while maintaining a beautiful 
waltz tempo, one speaker with a 
basso-tenor voice very forcibly re 
vcalcd to the listening audience the 
fact that his compatriots consumed 
annually over 41 million pounds of 
salted cod fish. This fact might 
make bluenoscs proud but the 
speaker sounded sore especially, 
as he continued, there was so much 
water around the places from 
which he hailed. 

The participants in Caribbean 
Forum certainly' share a variety 
views as was evinced last night. 
No sooner did one speaker (in a 
very authoritative manner) men 
tion the fact that the reason for 
cxlslsUng poverty In the Caribbean 
was because the plantations were 
owned by foreigners than a lady 
with a tremulous soprano voice 
jumped to her guns. "That was not 
so in her home island" she said 

The Forum was chaired by Roy 
Sam pat h who was. dubbed with the 
more impressive name of Moder- 
ator. It is certainly a great pity 
that listeners in Canada are not per 
mittcd to hear these programs over 
the domestic networks, 'if the 
speakers would talk a trifle more 
slowly, Canadian listeners will 
have very little difficulty, if any, 
in understanding the Caribbean 
dialect.

Minus big Dave Greenberg, who 
was unable to play because of an 
injured hand, in the early stages of 
the game only to have the margin 
whittled down steadily by the des- 
perate Queen's aggregation, who 
were grimly determined to hit the 
win column for the first time at the 
expense of the Red machine. 

Big guns for McGill were lanky 
Ron Bower and Georgo "Flick" 
Davidon, who contributed twelve 
and nine points respectively to "the 
cause." Stan Price was the leading 
light for the home team, sparking 
the late Queen's drive and potting 
nine points to top the Tricolor 
scoring parade.

Students Feel National Sovereignty 
Should Be Sacrificed to World Body 



A CUP Feature Conducted by The Queen's Journal 

Sacrifice of some of Canada's national sovereignty in favour of a 
world-wide peace body is supported by a large majority of university 
students across the Dominion. 

This was learned during the latest Canadian University Press In- 
stitute of Student Opinion survey. Over 2,400 students at eight univer- 
sities were asked the following question, with the results as Indicated: 

Do yon feel that Canada should be willing to sacrifice some national 
sovereignty to an armed world organization? . 

• Yes '„ 69.7% 

No ••*»■•••••••»••••••••••• j« 21,1% 

Undecided 9.2% 

Queen's University was unique in its feeling that the Dominion 
should not make such a move: only 39 percent answered affirmatively. 
At U of British Columbia, however, the opposite was true: 87 percent 
polled the affirmative. 

Students at the 11,000-strong U of Toronto voiced objecUon to the 
use of the word "armed" In the question, but felt that such a policy was 
generally desirable. 

Greatest faculty support anywhere In the country came from U of 
Alberta, where 02 percent of the education faculty voted "Yes." The 
remaining eight percent were undecided. ' 

A comparatively high number of pollecs.at U of Western Ontario 
and McGill University was unable to reach any decision, both the West- 
ern Gazette and McGill Daily finding that 16 percent of their under- 
graduates were undecided. Some Western students claimed the query 
was poorly worded. 

Only one percent of Ù of Saskatchewan's and U of New Brunswick's 
students were approached; but in each cajc the result was affirmative. 
Some 75 percent at Saskatchewan and 60 percent at UNB were in that 
category. 



New British Film 
Final Production 

'A Diary for Timothy' 
Scheduled Tuesday 
In Biology Building 

The Film Society's final presenta- 
tion lor this year h the new Brit- 
ish film, ' A Diary for Timothy', 
which will be shown at S p.m. 
Tuesday, March 5, in Room 250 
of the Biology Building. 

"A Diary for Timothy" was dir- 
ected by Humphrey Jennings, who 
also has to his credit "The Silent 
Village", the film which recon- 
structed the tragedy of Lidice, the 
Czech village that was obliterated 
by the Nazis. Any who saw "The 
Silent Village" will remember the 
unusual work of this director, who 
has become known for his original 
experiments in film making. 

As this will be the last film show- 
ing this season, the Film Society 
feel particularly fortunate in hav- 
ing been able to secure this excel- 
lent film. "A Diary for Timothy" 
concerns a child who is born on the 
fifth anniversary of Britain's en- 
try Into the war, — nine months 
before V-E day. The commentary 
of the film is a diary for the boy, 
which will tell him of the world 
he was born into. It tcUs him some- 
thing of the courage and the des- 
pair, something of the bravery and 
the sacrifice, of the days which 
made up his first six months on 
earth. It tells him too, something of 
the quiet beauty of England, of the 
new striving for jusUce and equity 
In his country, of the new hopes In 
people's hearts, and something of 
the old fears. 

ïn "A Diary For Timothy," critics 
said that Humphrey Jennings has 
developed his experimental techni- 
ques, to produce a film of rare 
beauty and exceptional Interest.

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President of the Women's Union 

(This editorial is reprinted from The Daily oj 
Feb. 12, 1945.) 

The Women's Union comprises the women un- 
dergraduates in the various faculties, who may 
vote in the appronching election for its presi- 
dent and secretary, as well as for the president 
of the Students' Society. Each member of the 
Women's Union has a direct responsibility in fill-, 
ing these positions. Whom they elect to the office 
of President of the Women's Union remains to 
be seen. It is of primary importance that this 
position be clearly defined. 

There are many aspects to the duties of the 
president of the Women's Union. She automatic- 
ally becomes a member of the Students' Execu- 
tive Council during her term of office — July 1 
to June 30 of the following year. As such, she 
has a voice and vote on all matters of student 
government, as well as speaking for her own or- 
ganization when occasion arises. She represents 
the women students on the campus, at University 
functions, and to outside organizations. She may 
be called to act on other executives. She con- 
ducts general meetings of the Woihen's Union 
and presides at Round Table Conferences as well 
as at frequent meetings of the executive. 

With a large membership and only two gener- 
al meetings a year, much of the active business 
of the Women's Union is carried on by the five 
members of the executive. The Round Table Con- 
ference group, however, consisting of the presi- 
dents of R.V.C. clubs and societies, class exe- 
cutives and Chairmen of special committees func- 
tions as an intermediate link between the exe- 
cutive and the constituent membership of the 
Women's Union. The president should see clear- 
ly the function of the Round Table Conference 
group, in coordinating the activities of the vari- 
ous classes, clubs, societies and committees, as 
well as making valuable recommendations and 
giving constructive criticism in general matters 
of programme and policy. Furthermore, she must 
have a keen interest in the activities of all or- 
ganizations sponsored and financially supported 
by the Women's Union. 

More specifically, the office should be filled 
by a person with executive ability, a person who 
has an insight into the administration of fin- 
ances, and who will take responsibility in such 
things as amendments to the constitution of the 
Women's Union whenever such a need arises. 
Furthermore, the president should, during her 
term of office, come to envisage the Women's 
Union not merely in terms of its activity for one 
year, but on the broader basis of its future growth 
and developments in providing for the needs and 
interests of its membership and as an increasingly 
vital organization on the McGill Campus.

From every point of view, Fri-

erties, sound effects as well as act- 
ing, under extremely competent 
direction. 

It is most unfortunate that the 
play was only given one night for 
this was a product of an ever grow- 
ing section of the English depart- 
ment, a section which is gradually 
developing into a centre for drama- 
tic training. Next year, new courses 
are to bo added to the curriculum, 
courses which, if based on what 
Ac can learn from this production 
will form the basis of a strong 
new department. 

The play itself Is one which near- 
ly every theatre group makes an 
attempt at because Its Interesting 
manner ot production. Thero is 
no set, and the properties are tho 
baro essentials, the rest being ex- 
plained by the stage-manager and 
painted by the pantomine of. the 
Players. This does riot make' the 
play an easy one to perform, but 
the pantomime was kept up son- 
slslantly and efficiently lending a 
great deal to the smoothness of the 
performance. 

The continuity of the scenes 
depends mainly on the ability of 
tho story teller, the stago manager, 
John Drechsler in this role gavo 
an excellent performance. Com- 
pletely sincere In his Interpreta- 
tion and restrained throughout 
audience Drechsler left the audi- 
ence most impressed.

Dear Sir.— I read with interest 
the various platforms presented by 
the several candidates in the issue 
of March. 1st. However, In those 
contesting thé presidency ot the 
Union I should like to perhaps cor 
rect an Impression that no doubt 
has been inadvertently Inferred. 

I allude to the lowering of cafe- 
teria prices as one of the innova- 
tions that should be adopted. I feel 
that such an endèavor would lead 
to a stalemate. It is possible that 
other mass catering services are 
able to provide meals at a slightly 
lower rate but I should like to point 
out that with the new management 
ot this last year both the quality 
and variety of meals offered to the 
students exceeds that of any other 
period. Besides offering a better 
grade of food, the management of 
Industrial Catering Services have 
been more than cooperative with 
the various student bodies in assist- 
ing them to carry out the many 
functions which occur during the 
college year. In short, though it 
might be possible to lower food 
prices In the union I feel that such 
a move would be made in the loss 
ot present advantages to the stu- 
dents. I have had many contacts 
with the present management and 
feel that at present thé students 
are receiving the maximum of ser- 
vice and quality in food catering. 

This letter is not intended to dis- 
courage any enquiries that might 
lead to still better service but is 
intended to familiarize the students 
with the fact that this year we have 
fConllnued on Page Fowj.

Two War Poets 

(From "The Gazette'^ V. of- 
Western Ontario.). . 



There was a time, early in the 
war, when English poets were 
subject to a great deal of 'criticism, 
especially from this side of the ' At- 
lantic, because of their . silence. 
Were such momentous events un- 
worthy of poetic statement? Had 
Auden, even as an expatriate, 
nothing to say? Is it significant that 
the epic of 1940 was written not by 
an Englishman, but by a Canadian. 
No one now can fail to understand 
the true state of things. War, ex- 
cept in the case of the heightened 
awareness brought on by action 
and the imminence of death, has a 
benumbing effect on the senses. It 
prevents even the most articulate 
from feeling with precision. Be- 
sides that, in England at that time 
there were the purely practical 
considerations of time and opport- 
unity, when artists were digging 
trenches in parks, or manning ack- 
ack batteries, and even the leisured 
classes were working. 

After the tide had turned, It was 
still not from the established and 
famous ones that the voice of the 
real England was heard, but from 
the yoiing, the diverse, • the un- 
known wjfp h»d been torn from the 
normal course of their lives arid 
who had found expression through 
the impact of the experience. And 
amazingly enough they found pub- 
lication and a hearing. Of these. 
Alun Lewis and Sydney Key e s are 
among the most significant, in the 
intensity of their feeling, the uni- 
versality of their outlook, and their 
particular gifts for formal expres- 
sion. 

They arc both dead. Keycs was 
killed in Tunisia in April 1943 at 
the age of twenty, Lewis thé fol 
lowing year in Arakan. Their work 
must be judged as the writing of 
those who in the time allotted 
could not have said all they had 
to say, and yet, sadly, as their final 
statement. 

Their approach was fundament- 
ally the same. They both inter; 
preted the reaction of the civilian 
to the military* machine, in which 
as Lewis says in "Raider's' Dawn' 
"One learns to bear. Insult .. . 
As quietly as if it were 
A physical deformity." . 
And turning the probe deftly in 
wards he speaks of 
"The pathetic contempt of the 
lonely 

For the crowd." 

While both had academic back- 
grounds, Lewis as a Welsh school- 
master, and Keys as. an under? 
graduate at Queen's College, Ox- 
ford, the former is more persona] 
and direct, the latter more reserved 
and allusive. On the eternal sub 
ject of love, for example Lewis 
says: 

"So we must say goodbye my 
darling, 

And go, as lovers go, forever; 
Tonight remains, to pack and fix 

on labels, 
And make an end of lying down 

together.'* 



and further on, 

"And we. must go because we love, 
Beyond ourselves, beyond these 
trees 

That sway above your golden head 
Till wind and war and sky and 
» • dove 

Become again the murmur of your 
' breath 

And your body the white shew 
bread." 

But Keyes in his passionate 
search for a philosophy, writes: 
"I say, love Is a wilderness and 

these bones 
Proclaim no failure, but the death 

• of youth. 
We say; you must be ready for the 
desert 

Even among the orchards starred 

with blossom, 
Even in spring, or at the waking 

moment - 
When the man turns to the woman, 
and both arc afraid." 
Of the two symbolisms, that of 
Lewis can be mora easily appreel 
ated, because it is the more imme 
di ate, and is, besides, native. Keycs, 
to a great extent under the influ 
ence of continental writers, has 
much more inclusive symbolism 
which, though obscure at first, may 
ultimately become the more re 
warding of the two. But the time 
has not come for passing judgment. 

Alun Lewis was the elder of the 
two by eight years, and consequent 
ly we find in his poetry a social 
maturity that by reason of his 
youth as well as his subjective pre- 
occupations the Oxford poet had 
not reached. 
"But we who dream beside this 

jungle-pool 
Prefer the instinctive rightness of 

the poised 
Pied kingfisher deep darting for 
a fish 

To all • the banal' rectitude of 
states, 

the de\V-bright diamonds on 

viper's back 
To the slow poison of a meaning 
-lost 

And the vituperations of the 
just." 

Keyes' first important poem 
"The Buzzard," written at the age 
of seventeen, was based on an in 
genlous geometrical pattern, and 
contains .the following lines, which 
show a mastery of the unexpected 
in imaginery: 
Life swings on its axis 
In motion centripetal to the 
sphere 

Or dust under the burning-glass 
of sky: 

This noontide motion spins a kind 

of peace. 
Thoughts nuzzle too the crystal 

line 

Walls of the curving brain and 

gape their message 
Dumbly and flounce away." 

Between this and 'The Wilder 
ness," the last poem written be 
fore his death, there Is a compass 
of thought which in the space of 
only three years seems almost in 
credible. But even at the end, final 
in tone though the work is, there 
Is still an uncertainty of values, 
still a search for significance of 
statement In the work of the elder 
poet, though his range is more re
